TELEGRAPHING WITHOUT WIRES. 


ProfeiBor Loo mis ban beeu for 
BOtue 


moot hi experimenting lu the Wast Virginia 
uiotmuiua on his wrinl talogmpby, iud liu 
luoowUed, by running up wires to • certain 
Altitude, in reaobiug the ourreut of elec- 
tricity which be 'claims can be found at that 
height, and by moans of which couiiuuiiica- 
tiou can he bad at auy dieteuco. It is said 
Iho Professor baa telegraphed to parties 
eleven miloa distant by merely uncling up a 
kilo at each end of the distance to a certaiu 
height, attached to which, iu place of an 
ordinary string, was a tine copper wire. 
When both kites touched the saino current 
{.'omwunication was bad between them, and 
meflaageB were sent from one end to tho 
other by means of tho ordinary Morse in- 
strument in connection with tho instrument 
invented by Professor Loomia.
